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Senate votes to 
abhor apartheid

After rejecting a motion 
recommending divestment 
from South Africa at its 
meeting yesterday, McGill 
Senate voted to accept an 
amendment stating, "This body 
abhors and condemns apar- 
theid In South Africa and 
elsewhere and asks the Board 
of Governors to consider this in 
Its decision on divestment." 

The original motion, 
proposed by Professors Jerome 
Rousseau and Myron Echen- 
berg, was superseded, by an 
amendrnent made by Professor 
Barry Newman. By voting to 
adopt the amendment, 33-21, 
Senate In effect dismissed the 
divestment motion. 

Students' Society president 
Todd Ducharme argued 
strongly In favor of the 
divestment Issue was a 
disappointed that Senate did 
not think a recommendation of 
divestment was within Its 
jurisdiction.

Trent U students 
confront Ontario 
Premier Davis 

PETERBOROUGH (CUP) — 
-Angry Trent University students 
outnumbered party faithful by 
more than two to one March 10 
when Ontario Premier Bill Davis 
stopped here on the campaign 
trail. 

More than 200 students 
shouted "Save our school" and 
"No more cutbacks" as Davis 
arrived, drowning out the Tory 
campaign song blaring from 
campaign bus public address 
system. 

Davis -addressed the crowd 
for about 15 minutes and 
promised students he would 
meet with Trent Student Union 
President Matt Shaughnessy 
following the speech. 

We told him we are not 
complaining about the tuition 
increases but about the lack of 
consultation," said 
Shaughnessy. He said Davis 
gave no direct answers to

that divestment was not 
recommended I see the 
adopted motion as a moral 
victory," Ducharme said. “The 
arguments presented In favor 
of divestment far outnumbered 
and were of a better quality 
than those against." 

Professor Echenberg, 
speaking In favor of the 
divestment motion, said the 
divestment Issues was a 
question of "social respon- 
sibility versus profitability." 

"We cannot have a concept 
of social responsibility which 
has a price tag on it," Echen- 
berg said. 

In response to a statement 
made by Professor Don Donderl 
that continued Investment was 
necessary because "ex- 
ploitation Is better than star- 
vation," Ducharme and others 
cited examples illustrating that 
the presence of multinational 
corporations was not a 
liberalizing force but In fact 
Increased the oppression of the 
black population. 

Professor Rousseau said 
that the legalized racism and 
discriminatory division of labor 
in South Africa could in no way 
be altered by the further 
presence of corporations. 

"Corporations cannot do 
anything but make empty 
gestures by remaining in South 
Africa. Furthermore, the black 
population has given Its sup- 
port to divestment," said 
Rousseau. 

Professor Tom Velk opposed 
divestment saying: "My point is 
that you must make contact 
with totalitarian regimes — 
that's the only way you civilize 
them." 

Velk said that continued 
Investment was “the only hope 
of bringing civilization to 
places like that, to allow them 
to enter into the realm of 
civilization rest of us enjoy." 

In response to statements 
that it was not McGill's role to 
impose economic sanctions. 
Professor Conway stressed the 
social function of a university. 

"A university's role Is the 
search for wisdom. The welfare 
of mankind Is part of the 
search for wisdom," Conway 
said. 
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TAs seek job security

Employment security Is the 
main concern of McGill 
Teaching Assistants as they 
await ratification by the Faculty 
of Arts of a set of employment 
guidelines. 

This concern was voiced at a 
meeting of the McGill Teaching 
Assistants Association (MTAA) 
yesterday. 

"We think the guidelines 
protect our interests as well as' 
meeting the objections made 
earlier by members of the 
Faculty Committee," said 
MTAA President Stephen 
Watson. 

Watson was referring par- 
ticularly to a clause which 
guarantees as many as four 
years of employment to 
graduate students. It was 



nevertheless this clause which 
provoked the most debate 
among the fifteen-odd people 
at the meeting. 

TAs questioned whether the 
Faculty was likely to ratify the 
document at a time when 
budget cutbacks may lead to a 
reduction in the number of TA- 
shlps. 

"It Is with the government 
that they (the administration) 
are caught in a deadlock 
confrontation, and they don't 
want to take us on. In fact they 
.want us • on their side," 
responded MTAA negotiator 
Roger Levy. 

Many TAs expressed concern 
over the fact that students 
going directly from a two-year 
MA into PhD could only get two 
years of guaranteed em- 



ployment, despite the fact that 
getting a PhD takes a minimum 
of three years. It was pointed 
out that foreign students ad- 
mitted to PhD programs are 
guaranteed three years em- 
ployment.jeaving Canadians in 
a disadvantaged position, a 
situation not corrected by the 
new guidelines. 

"We can't ask them to 
guarantee us an indefinite 
amount of support, we cannot 
ask a blank check forever from 
them" said Levy. 

He also noted that the 
document "gives us much more 
security than we've ever had," 
and that nothing prevented a 
department from giving ad- 
ditional work to its graduates if 
there Is any available, over and

Open statement:Concordia opposes diff fees 



The following Is an abridged 
version of a slatement Issued 
by Janet Mrenica, Vice 
President (External Affairs) of 
thé Concordia University 
Students’ Association and a 
provincial organizer In the 
movpment against differential 
fees. 

International students in 
Quebec are facing a drastic 
increase in tuition fees — an 
increase that Is going to bar 
many students from Quebec's 
post-secondary education 
system in the future. 

International students 
presently pay $1500 for tuition 
fees. This is approximately 
$1000 more than Quebec 
Students pay. The international 
students now' enrolled face a 
$1000 Increase In their fees 
each year until completion of 



their program. New students, 
as of September 1981, will be 
paying $4128 as their tuition 
fee. 

Student associations in 
Quebec and English Canada 
have been against the policy of 
differential fees for foreign 
students- since its Inception. 
Quebec was the third province 
to Implement the fees, after 
Ontario and Alberta. Provinces 
still without differential fee 
policies are British Columbia, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and 
Newfoundland. To date, the 
effects of the fee have not been 
studied. 

How the fee was initiated 

Differential fees In English 
Canada and Quebec resulted 
from a study published In 1975, 



conducted by Dr. Max von Zur- 
Heuhlen (an employee of 
Statistics Canada). His study 
dealt with the questions of non- 
Canadians in our post- 
secondary education system. 

At that time he noted the lack 
of information on the issue, but 
his recommendation to the 
provincial governments was to 
have a differential system of 
tuition fees (three to six times 
higher) for international 
students. 

In 1976, Ontado Implemented 
a system of differential fees for 
international students. Their 
fee was Increased by 300 
percent. Presently their fees 
range from' $1650.00 to 
$2200.00. Alberta followed suit, 
but not before the Federation of 
Alberta Students campaigned 
strongly against the fee. The 



Alberta government had 
estimated that the fee would be 
In the area of $1000 to $1500; 
the final figure was $300. 

Quebec Implemented a 
differential fee In the fall of 
1978 amidst student protests. 
The new fee was $50 per credit 
as opposed to $19 for 
Canadians. The government 
said it had no choice but to 
implement the fee because 
Alberta and Ontario had 
already done so. 

Present situation 

Quebec Is the "leader" In 
raising the differential fee, and 
to date the government's only 
rationale for the increase has 
been that students can afford 
to pay. 

Quebec student 



associations, and those in 
English Canada, know that this 
Is not the case. Extensive 
studies have been conducted 
by the Ontario Federation of 
Students which show that, 
though the enrolment numbers 
do not decline, the "type" of 
international student has 
changed. Those students from 
the elite countries are 
becoming more plentiful In

Johnny Graham, rhythm guitar

There is none of the 
pyrotechnics and self- 
conscious posing one has 
come so much to expect (or 
dread) from the usual hard- 
rock Montreal bands who play 
The Maples Inn or The 
Moustache.

Bands like The Blanks keep 
at it against almost hopeless 
odds, labouring under a vast, 
indifferent, at times 
malevolent music establish- 
ment. All the big clubs insist 
on featuring only the same 
sterile mindless middle of the 
road offerings (like the 88’s, 
Qllt, Lyrock, and so on) over 
and over again. 

Indeed, the term The Blanks 
use (gordy) could well be a 
synonym for Canadian, con- 
sidering the Canadian’s abject 
fear of anything that doesn’t 
conform to his naive and 
socially accepted view of 
reality. The Canadian bears an 
overwhelming fear of being 
made a fool of and thus 
refuses to try anything outside 
or beyond the mundane until 
It’s been proven a success. 

The Blanks aren’t the only 
ones suffering from this mind 
numbing opposition to 
possible (or Impossible) 
success; we've seen some of 
the others here at McQIII; 
Spoons and Forks, Modular, 
the 222’s and others such as 
The Devices, which we may 
never get to see. 

Very early on In The Blanks' 
show, some pint swilling

Nuclear war. Mass death. 
The greatest catastrophe the 
world has ever seen. 

But you can survive for 
$21,000, says Nicholas 
Onassis, owner of Oronoco 
Inc, a manufacturer of fallout 
shelters. 

For that immodest sum, 
Onassis will outfit you and 
your loved ones (four to be 
precise) with a fallout shelter 
capable of withstanding a five 
megaton hydrogen bomb 
attack on whatever city you 
happen to be residing in (or 
were residing, since there’d be 
nothing left). The shelter, 
constructed of reinforced 
concrete, is supposed to hold 
its occupants for fourteen 
days, the limit of its food and 
water supply, thereby keeping 
one’s family (minus ex- 
traneous grandparents and 
small animals) safe and 
healthy. 

“It’s good protection," 
Onassis told The Weekly 
yesterday. “People buy cars 
for that much. If they can 
afford to spend that much on 



a car, they can afford to buy a 
blast shelter,” he said. 

Onassis claims fourteen 
days is enough to dispel the 
worst effects of radioactive 
fallout, and feels there will be 
something to come up to 
when the shelter’s food and 
water has run out. 

"You’re going to live In a 
different world — you’ll be 
missing many things — they’ll 
be very expensive and you 
won’t be able to buy say, a 
television," he said, adding 
that people surviving the blast 
will set up a new society from 
the remnants of the old. 

A Strangelovian dream? The 
ultimate nihilist vision? Not 
according to Dr. Gordon Ed- 
wards of the Canadian 
Coalition for Nuclear 
Responsibility. 

Edwards said the intense 
heat of a nuclear explosion 
would probably “incinerate or 
asphyxiate" anybody within 
striking distance of the bomb. 
As well, Edwards feels there 
wouldn’t be much left 
following the explosion. 

"There wouldn’t be much 



left of anything when you get 
out — the social system will 
have broken down, and there 
wouldn’t be any hospitals left. 
After two weeks, you’d come 
out and get a substantial dose 
of radiation from the ground 
and from contaminated air, 
water and food." 

“You could come up and, if 
you are able to, head away 
from the blast area but there 
wouldn’t be any roads or 
vehicles left — it’s 
questionable whatjhere would 
be for you to come up to,” 
Edwards said. 

In addition, Edwards said 
the effects of a nuclear war 
would affect most of the 
world. “If you had that type of 
explosion in Montreal, 
chances are good that it 
would not be an isolated in- 
cident. A cloud of radiation 
would probably cover most of 
the northern hemisphere,” he 
said. 

Edwards also added that an 
all-out nuclear war could 
cause the world-wide

Also known as Murderers 
ind KAOS (Killing As an 
Drganized Sport), the goal of 
Isîass/ns is to knock off as 
riany other players as 
jossible without getting killed 
^ourself. 

At the beginning of each 
jaino, the players are issued a 
:ontract containing their 
'ictim’s name, age, address, 
ind general description, (at 
iome schools a photograph of 
he victim Is included as well). 
The kill must be made with 
1 toy dart gun or the 
iquivalent. According to the 
ules, the killer must be within 
!0 feet of the victim and there 
mist be one to four witnesses 
0 attest to the veracity of the 
issassin's aim. 

Each assassin is also a 
i/ould-be victim and, if shot, 
nust turn over all of his or her 
onlracls to the kliler. The last 
lerson left alive will have 
massed all the original 
:ontracls and wins the prize 
mmoured to be five cases of 
loer in the McGill game). 

“It’s a great game," said 
lewly-elected VP internal Paul 
Imilh.

Other assassins have 
esorted to elaborate 
pisguises and setups to catch 
heir victims off-guard. A U of 
student hides his gun in a 



text book with a hole In the 
cover for unobtrusive firing. 
Without a photograph, many 
assassins have resorted to 
skulking In hallways and 
peeking through windows 
trying to establish the identity 
of their victims. . 

The game has come under 
attack from anti-violence 
movements that are trying to 
get toy guns and other 
manifestations of our violent 
society banned from stores. 
They say the game promotes 
the violent instincts present in 
our culture. But the players 
disagree. "It’s not motivated 
by a killing Instinct,” said 
Smith, 'it’s a game of skill and 
perseverance." 

Another successful 
assassin, Louise Desaulnlers, 
doesn’t think the game is 
overly violent. 

“It’s just a fantasy," she 
said, "no one takes it too 
seriously." 

Desaulnlers admitted 
however that the fact that 
there is a market for war toys 
"says something about our 
society." The Bay, the store 
reputed to have the "best” 
dart guns has repeatedly 
experienced shortages of the 
guns. 

"We just can’t seem to get 
enough of them," said one 
salesperson. 

Perhaps Assassins and 
other war games are an 
example of our nihilistic 
culture but they appear to be 
examples that are here to stay 
On university campuses it’s a 
harmless game and It’s fun, 
and as one student said, "It’s 
a great way to meet other 
people."

It has long been believed that sexual preferences are 
developed in early childhood though they are not clearly 
manifest until adolescence or even adulthood. A recent 
article in the British Journal ol Popular Preferences has 
stated, however, that a person’s ultimate sexual leanings 
can be detected in infancy if one knows which symptoms 
to watch for.

Onassis, who claims to have 
been In the construction 
business for twenty years, 
said he has received twelve to 
fourteen orders for blast 
shelters, and that he’s plan- 
ning to build one for himself. 

"I’m just waiting until I find 
the right house," he said. 



Edwards also said that most 
of the components of 
radioactive fallout last far 
longer than fourteen days. 
Strontium 90, he said, lasts for 
years, as does Cesium while 
residual plutonium could be 
around for thousands of years, 

Onassis was unperturbed 
when confronted with this 
argument. "You go to Swit- 
zerland — fifty percent of the 
houses there have blast

above the four years. 

Keeping some jobs and 
money available for new 
students is apparently also a 
concern for the Faculty. 
Sociology PhD student Irene 
Lepine said this Is "unfair 
because TA-ships are In fact 
offered to attract new students 
to programs and It is unfair for 
students who have already 
been in a department for two 
years." 

It was nevertheless voted to 
send the document for 
ratification In its present form 
rather than adding amend- 
ments to It which would 
probably delay ratification until 



summer when no one Is around 
to see what happens to It. 

Watson was also given the 
mandate to press for 
recognition of the MTAA as the 
official representative of Arts 
TAs on the basis of a 130-name 
petition that was circulated and 
brought to the Faculty.

Open statement: Concordia opposes diff fees 



Quebec and English Canada, 
Whereas the students from the 
least developed countries are 
becoming more scarce. For the 
1980-81 year, these students 
total 345 in Canada. 

Quebec's international 
student population for the 1980- 
81 year is 6,013. This represents 
a decline from 6,312 last year. 
This Is consistent with findings 
in English Canada, where a 
significant increase In In- 
ternational students was seen 
only In British Columbia and 
Ontario. 



How students are 
fighting the issue 



Some of the more common 
myths regarding foreign 
students are easily refuted: 

International students are 
not “blooding the economy”. 
The Canadian Bureau for In- 
ternational Education has 
found that international 
students cost the government 
approximately $18 million 
but the revenue they 
bring into the country totals 
about $63 million. This revenue 
is generated via costs of books, 
tuition, clothing, food, rent. 
They also pay taxes, both 
federal and provincial sales tax 
and those that are Indirect, 
property taxes in their rent. 

International students do not 
take jobs away from 



Quebecers. Since 1973, visa 
students cannot obtain work 
visas In Canada given the 
immigration laws. They cannot, 
therefore, be blamed for the 
unemployment rate. 

International students do not 
take the place of Quebec 
students In the post-secondary 
education system. The 
Canadian Bureau for In- 
ternational Education has 
found that those faculties 
which have a limited enrolment 
to begin with, i.e. medicine and 
dentistry, admit very few. It any, 
foreign students. 

International students do not 
become permanent residents In 
Quebec. Upon completion of 
their program, they must return 
to their country of origin prior to 
applying for Immigrant status. 

Differential fees do not tax 
the rich. Society has the im- 
pression that all international 
students are from the elite 
class. In many cases, the in- 
ternational student or his 
family had to work very hard to 
save towards a post-secondary 
education in Quebec. It Is these 
students who are restricted by 
the differential fee. Moreover, 
many of these students are 
presently In our education 
system and will not be able to 
continue because of the un- 
budgeted increase In costs. 



International students face 
other barriers besides the 
differential fee In coming to 
Quebec to study. The present 
Immigration law. Bill C-24, 
which was enacted on April 10, 
1978 places many restrictions 
on International students. 

Under Section 27-2 (d) of this 
act, a person who Is convicted 
of any offence against the 
Criminal Code or any Indictable 
offence against any other 
federal act may be deported. 
Pertaining to the student 
population, one cannot become 
involved In any political activity 
(le marches, demonstrations, 
public speaking etc.) without 
taking the risk of deportation. 

Section 14 (3) allows the 
immigration officer at the 
border to exclude a "visitor" 
from Quebec and English 
Canada for no reason at all. 
Students are in the 
classification of visitor.

There are international 
students who are exempt from 
the differential fee. If they are 
from Morocco, Senegal, Ivory 
Coast, the Republic of Zaire 
and other francophone 
countries, the Quebec 
government has agreements so 
that they do not have to pay a 
differential fee. 



The majority of Quebec's 
international students are 
found at Concordia University 
and McGill University — ap- 
proximately 70 percent of the 
total foreign student 
population in Quebec. It was 
logical therefore that the 
campaign to counter the fee 
Increase began with the 
anglophone universities. 

The Concordia University 
Students’ Association, the 
McGill Students' Society, with 
the respective International 
Students' Associations have 
been organizing around the 
Issue since December 1980. At 
present, a petition is being 
circulated province-wide. On 
February 6 this year at the 
Students' Right Conference 
held at l'Université de Montréal, 
approximately 350 signatures 
were given to Camille Laurin, 
minister of education. 

A poster for province-wide 
circulation, buttons and 
brochures have been approved 
and are in the midst of 
production. The next step Is to 
establish contacts with 
community groups, ethnic 
associations, labor groups and 



human rights — so as to state 
our case. 

A solidarity night is planned 
for April 3. The place and 
time are yet to be decided but 
the format will include an 
opening rally which leads into a 
party for all. 



How students can 
become involved 



All student associations In 
Quebec are aware of the issue, 
and the consequences are 
evident. The very future of our 
education system may be 
jeopardized if measures such 
as the differential fee increase 
are allowed to be implemented, 
and maintained. 

All students will suffer in the 
long term for such a policy. 
From those who are working on 
the issue at present, we urge 
you to become involved in the 
issue — you can sign the 
petition, contact your local 
students’ association to help 
with planning, and most of all, 
pass the word along to others 
who may not have had the 
opportunity to receive 
background Information. 

Differential fees are a barrier 
to our education system. The 
more united students are In- 
volved in fighting the policy, the 
more opportunity there will be 
for tomorrow’s students to an 
accessible education system.
